Market Is Fairly Actlva—Prices Are 


Not So High—Farmers 


Not Satisfied.

TREE PLANTING 


TIME IS N E A K 


CAN 
BEGIN 
WORK WITHIN A 


SHORT TIME. 


MANY USEFUL SUGGESTIONS 


Frederick Canfield of the University, 


Gives a Few Tips on the 


Manner of Planting 
• 


Soon will be here tho Heason "for 


tree planting and thus bet-cnnes most 
timely a bulletin by Frederic Crime- 
Held of tiie university cm tile subject. 
He says that never under any clr- 
c.MiniHtnnc'OH should young trees bo left 
In the shipping package even over 
night. 
If 
posHtlilei piiint at once, 


otherwise open tile bundle and heel-In 
tin; treot)1 or plants. 
Heellug-ln Is 


temporary planting. To do thl.i dig u 
trench wide and deep enough to HO- 
L'oaimodato the; roots with one side 
sloping. 
Cciver the roots with moist 


earth sifting II. well ainung t»iu roots. 
Trump firmly and when the; trench hi 
filled cover again with one Inch of 
loose 
earth. 
The; heellng-ln spot 


should be on well drained ground. 
Treated in tills manner trees may 
remain for several days 
or 
even 


weeks If In a shaded and cool place. 
The same applies to hiirihox and oven 
strawberry "plants. If trees are shriv- 
elled when received bend <lciwn the 
tops after hocllng-in and cover them 
with moist earth. 
Often In two or 


three days they will bo found to be; 
plu'.up and fresh. 


We are told not to sot out a young 


orchard In sod. The grass roots reach 
out and robs the trees of food nnd 
water. If you cannot devote a piece 
of land to trees alone nnd keep It In 
cultivation, do not 
attempt 
fruit 


growing as the results 
are 
disap- 


pointing. Pig holes largo enough to 
ai'ciomimiitato the roots after these 
have boon cut hack to sound wood. 
Fit the holes to the root.s, not the 
roots to the holes. Trim broken an:l 
crushed routs back to xouitil wood. 
Do not cut off more. The tree was 
deprived of about seven-tent Its of the 
mots Wiien dug. It will need all that 
remains. Don't worry about tlio fine 
fibrous root* about which BO much 
has been written,—theso 
nre 
dead 


anyway of tho trees has been out of 
the ground more than an hour,—take 
care of the larger root» for It Is from 
these that growth starts. Protect the 
roots from the sun nnd wind every 
moment from tho time the; bundle Is 
opened-until the; tree Is set. 
When 


In the floM planting throw a wet bur- 
lap or grain sack over the roots. 


Tho hole should he deep enough t" 


admit setting the tree about tow In- 
ches deeper than It stood In the nur- 
sery. Get down on'your knees: It Is 
dllltcult If not Impossible to plant a 
true while standing upright. Spread 
out the roots and sift line earth about 
the rootn and pack (Irmly; at llr.st 
with the fingers and when the units 
lire out of rtlglil get up and tramp 
llrmly with the feet. 
If the earth Is 


moist and mellow, It 
cannot 
be 


tramped loo llrmly. 
It must bo In 


close contact wlth-tht; roots In ord- 
er tci enable; them to take up the wat- 
er it contains. 


The tree Is now safely anchored in 


the ground but tho work Is' next fin- 
ished. 
At this point arises a very 


com mem cause of failure. . Some of 
the branches must bo removed or the 
tree Is liable to perish. 
Before re- 


moval from the nursery the tree had 
Hiifllclent roots to supply all «>f lt« 
Iniihi with water. 
Ill digging, most of 


the roots have been- removed, but 
the builB are left. 
When growth be 


gins every healthy biuT will, push out 
and call mi tho roor.s for water to 
feed Its newborn leaves. 
Tho very 


limited supply that tho reduced root 
system can pump up will be dlstrlb 
uted equally and as a result nouo 
may have enough to 
develop 
Its 


leaves tho tree must perish. We must 
therefore rt-durc tho number of these 
water pumps by removing one-fourth 
to ono-half tho buds. The drier the 
ground and tho weather the more we 
should cut off. The manner In which 
the cutting Is done will depend to a 
great extent upon the kind of tree or 
bush. 
In apples, plumd. etc.. we need 


to bear In mind the ultimate shape of 
thu tret;. The framework upon which 
tho branch system Is built Is deter- 
mined largely at this time. 
Hemove 


crowding, crossing, and 
Interfering 


branches. 
Aim 
to leave the main 


branches spirally about 
the 
stem 


rather than opposite. 
Tho lower op- 


posite branches In fruit trees form 
bad forks that may split <lown later. 


The work Is still unfinished unless 


the tree Is mulched. This mulching 
may be done with the hoe or cultivat- 
or, stirring the soil frequently. 
An- 


other way Is to put plenty of strawy 
manure or straw about 
the 
true. 


Trees may be well planted nnd yet 
die If not mulched. It Is a good plan 
to protect the trunk from sun and 
wind by box or straw winding. 


In the case of shade 
trees 
and 


sometimes In rc-plantlng In old or- 
chards It Is necessary to set In sod. 
In thU case tho sod should bo removed 
over n circle not less than six feet 
In diameter and after tho tree Is set 
a heavy mulch applied, or bettor, a 
thorough hoeing given once a wook.

The heathen sat In 
darkness In 


many parts of the world until the 
exportation of American 
petroleum 


began. There are [emoto towns In 
the Interior of .China where the name* 
of America 
Is hardly 
known but 


where the tin boxes containing petro- 
leum that are brought from the treaty 
ports are hailed with delight as vehi- 
cles of light and warmth, the 
true 


gospel of life. For over ten years the 
export trade of the United States has 
liocn Increasing, sf-adlly anil rapidly. 
The years 1901 and 1002 have been 
unusually prosperous 
ones In 
the 


nnnals of the industry. The exports 
of petroleum and Its products in 1002 
amounted to 1.0f,t.2.in.fiOl gallons. 


This large amount' was less, how- 


over, by 14.810.918. gallons than the 
number of gallons exported In 1901. 
On comparing the separate exports 
for the years 1001 and 1H02 It will be 
seen that thoro la a considerable fall- 
ing off in the nnmlia nnd Illumina- 
ting product!; In 1902. and an Increase- 
In the amount of crude, •lubricating, 
nnd residuum products. 
The great 


Increase In the crude production Is in 
the fields of tin, Southwest nnd West, 
nnd It 
l«i not 
surprslng, therefore, 


that IS.-ir.O.SS.T gallons of crude petro- 
leum were exported from Texas ports 
.luring (he year 1902—a quantity that 
ropesented nearly 13 per cent of the 
total crude exported from all ports.

States may be olitnlncd from Mr. F. 
IT. Ollphant'H report on "The Produc- 
tion of Petroleum In 1002," which Is 
soon to bo published by the United 
States Geological Survey.

way company extended their

ouri river in the eariy HOs.

was so much In advance of civiliza- 
tion that for hundreds of miles the

•well as In name.

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MEAN TO PROTECT PROPERTY 


Marine* Will Guard Rolling Stock, 


Track and Terminals, but Will Not 
Coerce the Men 'Into Returning to 
Their Work. 


Washington, April C.—According to 


a report made by the United Status 
charge at Panama to the State De- 
partment, the labor troubles on the 
IsthmiiH growing out of the strike of 
the railroad employes have taken a 
scrlouH turn. 


The matter was deemed of 
suffi- 


cient Importance to warrant consid- 
eration at length at the Cabinet meet- 
las and the unanimous opinion was 
that everything possible should be 
done to avoid an entanglement,of the 
United States government In any la- 
bor controversy. But-It also was de- 
termined that the government would 
not withhold In any degree Its pro- 
tection to the Panama railroad. 


Marines to Protect Property. 


It was decided that the railroad 


property, rolling stock, track and ter- 
minals should be protected by forces 
from the United States warships at 
the Isthmus; if that became necessary. 
Thera will be, however, no compul- 
sion exercised against the strikers to 
force them to return to work. 


Secretary Moody was charged with 


the duty of carrying out this decision 
and with Instructing Admirals Glass 
and Slgshcc as to the course they 
shall pursue. 


Naval Force Is Ample. 


There is ample naval force on the 


isthmus for an emergency. The senior 
officer Is Admiral Glass, who Is on 
the Panama side with his llneshlp 
New York and the Marblehoad, I3on- 
nlngton,1 Boston, Concord. Wyoming, 
Preble and Paul Jones, while on the 
gulf side 'In Admiral Slgsbee on his 
flagship Newark, with the Montgom- 
ery and tho Marietta. 


The official statement of tho action 


taken by the Navy Department was as 
follows: 


"The Navy Department has sent In- 


structions lo Admiral Glass and Ad- 
miral Slgsbee to exercise care that 
neither the'marines nor-seamen in- 
terpose in labor disputes on the Isth- 
mus of Panama, nothing beyond the 
preservation of peace.and property to 
be permitted.". 


Morgan Dlscucies Situation. 


In the Senate Mr. Morgan culled up 


his resolution directing the.attorney 
general to Inform the Senate whether 
he has made or Is making on behalf 
of the United States a purchase of 
rights granted by Columbia to N. 11. 
Wise for the construction of nn Isth- 
mian canal. He used the resolution --. 
a foundation for a speech on the P:u- 
umu canal situation. The resolution 
was referred. 


'CIVIL SERVICE. 


President 
Roosevelt 
Suspends the 


Law Sixty Times. 


Washington. April C.—A report sent 


to Speaker Cannon by the civil serv- 
ice commission 
shows 
that 
while 


President McKlnley 
suspended " the 


civil service law three times for the 
purpose of making appointments with- 
out requiring the applicant to take 
an examination. President Roosevelt 
has suspended the law sixty times 
for the purpose of appointing persons 
or allowing their promotion without 
examination. 
The 
persons 
whom 


President McKlnley appointed were 
James N. Tyner, Harrleon J. Barrett 
and Gilford Plncbot, wl • was made 
chief of the forestry division In tho 
department of agriculture. 
In detail 


the suspensions of the law by Mr. 
Roosevelt are as follows: Thirty-three 
appointments allowed without exam- 
ination. 
In this head tho positions 


covered by the orders range from a 
position in tho Indian service to a 
coachman In the navy .department. 
Eleven reinstatements were allowed 
without regard to the-year limit fixed 
by the rules; cno certification author- 
ized without regard to the condition 
of tho apportionment; one rolssuancc 
of certificate authorized; one certifi- 
cation allowed without regard to the 
position of the name on eligible reg- 
ister; four .transfers allowed from un- 
classified or exccpted 
positions 
to 


classified ponltlons; onq transfer al- 
lowed from temporary to permanent 
classified position; two transfers al- 
lowed without regard to rule' requir- 
ing six months' prior service; 
one 


transfer allowed without regard to 
the rule requiring the same line of 
work; three temporary appointments 
extended without regard to the limi- 
tations of tho rule; one acceptance 
of application for 
examination 
al- 


lowed notwithstanding age limit fixed 
by the rule. •

The latter was succeed 
lug In reducing the price of advertls 
Ing. and many of the great Now York 
dallies, he declared, would face an 
actual deficit In the next year or two 
unless relief was forthcoming.

manager of the New York Times, Mr. 
Seltz spoke in favor of the rcxolu< 
tlon instructing the secretary of conv 
merce and labor to investigate the 
high price and scarcity of news print 
paper and the causes which have pro- 
duced these conditions. They declare 
that tho International and the 
Gen 


era! paper companies have 
divided 


the flold in the United States between 
them and raised the price of news 
paper 914 a ton during the lust four 
years, Mr. NorrlG. tocV the view, that 


the removal of" the tarlfT'fnV.'ii -«'ood 
pulp, amounting to $1.U7 a ton. would 
enable the construction of Independ- 
ent mills within six months which 
would compete with the trust.
